LOS ANGELES, . 24—In 
a.frank appeal for the support 
of organized labor, President 
Eisenhower told the annual con- 
2 of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor today that Senate 
Democrats were to blame for 
the failure to repeal the “union- 
busting” provisions of the Taft- 
Hartley Act in the last session. 

He promised the 750 delegates 
Who late yesterday adopted a 
resolution condemning his Ad- 
ministration — that he would 
continue to fight for repeal of 
the section containing those pro- 
visions and for elimination of 
the requirement that union of- 
ficials take a non-Communist 
oath which, he stressed, is not 
required of leaders of industry. 

Choked With Emotion. 

In a voice at times seemingly 
choked with emotion, the Presi- 
dent said he always has been a 
friend and admirer of organized 
labor, that he personally knew 
what it was to work long hours 
with one’s hands, and that the 
thinking and recommendations 
of labor would continue to loom 
large in the Administration’s 
programs. 

He acknowledged that there 
are “soft spots” in the nation’s 
economy, and added that “any- 
one would be an idiot to deny 
it.” But, he said, his Adminis- 
tration is doing everything pos- 
sible to overcome them. 

The President declared also 
there is “nothing sacrosanct” 


about his views, and that he is 
always ready to study the views 
of others. 

Bound to Be Differences.

The delegates chuckled when 
he remarked, in further discuss- 
ing their differences: “I know 
you realize that I think you may 
be wrong occasionally just as 
you think I may be wrong.”

The convention has been 
sniping at the Republicans ever 
since it opened five days ago, 
but on the eve of the President’s 
appearance it pulled out all the 
stops in approving a resolution 
charging the Administration 
with “many crimes of omission 
and commission.” 

When the President first 
arose to address the convention, 
after listening to an eloquent 
invocation calling on men of 
good will to work together in 
spite of their conflicts, and aft- 
er a spirited rendition of the 
National Anthem, he seemed 
overeome with emotion. 

His voice was unsteady, and 
he wiped his nose briskly with 
a handkerchief, then said that 
there was something about the 
invocation and the playing of 
the anthem that “does some- 
thing to an old soldier’s heart 
that leaves him a little speech- 
less.” 

He made the delegates laugh 

a few minutes later when he

E Hall, where the riot started, 
is used to house the most dan- 
gerous prisoners but they are 
kept only on the top tier of three 
tiers of cells. It is not a building 


of modern design and many pris-. 


oners have escaped. 
Old prisoners are kept on the 
first-floor level of E Hall be- 
cause there is no other place for 
them, Whitecotton pointed out. 

Of the 81 prisoners in the top 
tier of E Hall, only about 25 
took part in the actual rioting. 
The others were released from 
their cells but stayed in the 
building rather than participate 
in the riot. 

Completely-gutted buildings, 
many with twisted steel beams 
and some still smouldering, 
were inspected today by Gov. 
Donnelly, prison officials and 
about 50 reporters and pho- 
tographers. 

They were escorted on the 
half-hour tour by Police Lt. 
Walter Eitzman, head of a 25- 
man St. Louis police detail; by 
a state patrol captain and pris- 
on guards. No cellblocks were 
visited but prisoners in some 
buildings greeted the touring 
party with boos and jeers. 

Many buildings were only 
shells of brick or stone. Sun- 
light poured through some struc- 
tures from the roof to the base- 
ment. Huge stones and bricks 


lay everywhere. 


In the stockade section of the 
prison in the southwest corner, 
‘an L-shaped building had been 
used as a shirt and trousers 
factory and also for storage. It 
was completely burned out. 
Even the walls teetered today. 
Parts of walls had collapsed. 
Heat had been so intense in 
that area at the height of the 
fire Wednesday night that three 
guard towers on the walls nearby 
had to be abandoned tempo- 
rarily. 

Remains of two smaller build- 
ings were close by. An old stor- 
age building of sheet metal was 
a twisted mass of scorched metal. 
A small structure with a stone 
foundation, which had served as 
a tool house and temporary 
shelter for a few stockade in- 
mates, was. destroyed by the 
vandals. 

As the party of officials and 
newspaper men walked through 
the prison yard they heard 
whistles blown by guards every 
15 minutes. The whistle was 
sounded in turn from each tow- 
er, a regular practice to let all 
guards know that everything was 
under control. 

When the visitors passed F 
and G Hall, which was not seri- 
ously damaged except for 
broken windows and furniture, 
convicts booed and jeered. 

Going to the lower yard, the 
touring group came on the ruins 
of Gardner Hall, named for 
former Gov. Frederick D. Gard- 
ner. Used as a Protestant chap- 
el and movie theater, the white 
stone building was erected 39 
years ago. A Biblical inscription

in stone read: “I was in prison 
and ye came to me.” 

Only the walls of the two 
story building still stood. Masses 
of tar which had fallen from the 
roof were congealed on window 
sills. 


Destruction of Gardner Hall 
meant the end of movies for the 
convicts, at least for the present. 
In the basement of that building 
was a prison store which sold 
candy and cigarettes to convicts. 
Profits were used to pay for 
rental of one motion picture a 
week. Another use of the profits 
had been to pay railroad or bus 
fares for prisoners, accompanied 
by guards, who were permitted 
to attend funerals of close rela- 
tives. 

Just east of Gardner Hall in 
the lower yard of the prison was 
the one-story automobile license 
tag factory. This brick building 
was totally destroyed. A stamp- 
ing machine inside was wrecked 
and some of the walls had col- 
lapsed. 


This. represented @ne of the 
more important losses due to 
the fire. All state automobile 
and truck licenses were manu- 
factured in the plant. David 
Bryan, supervisor of the motor 
vehicle registration division of 
the State Department of Reve- 
nue, said he would not know for 
several days what can be done 
to resume manufacture of the 
tags. Only a few plates are on 
hand. 


It was expected that a con- 
tract would be entered into with 
a manufacturer to make the 
plates until the state can replace 


its factory. ' 


Gas Chamber Not Bothered. 
Near the automobile tag plant 


stands the state gas chamber.

Debris in the ruined school 
building was still smouldering 
today. Only the walls of the 
massive, three-story brick build- 
ing remained, and even the walls 
were scorched. All the windows 
were gone; bars over the win- 
dows were bent. 

Flower pots with plants with- 
ered by the heat still stood on 
window sills on the top floor 
of the school. On one side of

A large 
brick structure, it, too, was 
burned out. 

Blackened paint cans and 


other supplies were on the floor. 
That building still burned last 
night and was the last to burn 
itself out.

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ARMY CHECKING 
UPON 35 FORMER 
KOREA PRISONERS 


To See Whether They 
Should Be Charged 
With Currying Favor 
With Enemy. 


| 


NEW YORK, Sept. 24 (AP)— 
The Army is investigating a 
number of former Korean war 
prisoners to determine whether 
they should be cherged with 
currying favor with the enemy 
while prisoners. 

The number under investiga- 
tion may run about 35. 

Army officials said yesterday 
that names of the men involved 
in the inquiry, ordered by the 
Pentagon, are being withheld. 
Details of the investigation were 
not revealed. 

Some of those under investi- 
gation are stationed in the New 
York City area, at Fort Devens, 
Mass., and Fort Dix, N. J. 

Some of the men involved 
have been: discharged, Army 
sources said, adding that there 
is precedent for putting men 
back into uniform for trial if 
the charges are substantiated. 

Names are being withheld to 
protect the men in case the sus- 
picions prove unfounded, an 
Army spokesman said. 

These three possibilities in 
each case were outlined: a man 
could be exonerated; he could be 
“boarded out” of the Army, 
which is equivalent to discharge; 
or he could be recommended for 
trial. 


The investigators, according 
to Army sources, have brought 
many former prisoners of war 
to nearby installations as wit- 
nesses, to tell about the con- 
duct of the suspected men while 
prisoners. 

Movement Under Way in Racine 
to Back Fleming Appeal. 


RACINE, Wis., Sept. 24 (AP)— 
A movement is under way here 
in Lt. Col. Harry Fleming’s home 
town to support appeal of the 
Army officer’s conviction of col- 
laborating with his Communist 
captors in Korea. 

Fleming, convicted Wednesday 
at Fort Sheridan, III., has been 
ordered dismissed from the Army

‘The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion has reduced the spending 
program foF the 1954 fiscal year 
by 10 billion dollars under the 
amount President Truman had 
predicted’, Ray M. Gidney of

This is evidence in support 
of the Administration's pledge 
to cut national spending with- 
out injuring national security, 
Gidney said. The fact that there 
has been an increase of only 1 
per cent in the cost of living in 
the 18 months ending last July 
is an indication that inflation 
has been stopped, the speaker 
said. 

Gidney told his audience that 
Mr. Eisenhower’s Administration 
has provided the largest tax re- 
duction in history—more than 
seven billion dollars, He said the 
tax reduction has been wide- 
spread in that it includes cuts 
in personal income and excise 
taxes.

(a dish described as being sim- 
lar to giblet gravy with small 
pieces of hamburger in gravy), 
syrup, oleomargarine, biscuits, 
bread and coffee. 

The “dinner,” served at 11 
a.m., consisted of black-eyed 
peas, boiled potatoes, buttered 
carrots, fresh onions and bread. 

Supper, which is served be- 
ginning at 3:30 p.m., included 
hamburger and spaghetti, boiled 

potatoes, bread and 


Only two regular meals are 
served on Saturdays and Sun- 
days — breakfast and a noon 
meal. Instead of an evening 
meal, the prisoners are given a 
box containing bread and lunch 
meat or frankfurters, which they 
are permitted to take with them 
to their cells. 

The following was described 
as a typical weekend menu. It 
was served to the prisoners for 
their two regular meals on Sun- 
day, Aug. 15.

Silberman testified Uplands 
Inc., which he and Ralph De- 
Chario owned, lent the Randall 
Park Jockey Club, Inc., of Cleve-

With the Senate continuing its 
riotous debate over the leftist 
accusations, leaders of Premier

of victory in the forthcoming 
vote of confidence. The Gov- 
ernment requested the vote in 
answer to Red demands that it 
resign. / 

The Christian Democrats 
claimed pledges of support from 
three smaller center parties and 
said they had been given rea- 
sonable assurances of support 
from the Monarchists. The vote 
will be taken at the end of the 
debate, probably Saturday. 

The warrants issued early to- 
day charged the 12 with giving 
false testimony in connection 
with the death of the 21-year- 
old girl whose body was found 
on a beach at Ostia, near Rome, 
a year ago last April. The case 
has produced rumors af wild 
parties involving prominent 
Italians. 

Investigating Judge Raffaele 
Sepe, who issued the warrants. 
declined to identify any of the 
accused. Other officials said, 
however, that none of the 12 is 
connected directly with the girl's 
death. 

The Communists and their 
left-wing Socialist allies have 
accused Scelba of responsibility 
for the Montesi affair, which has

KALIMPONG, India, Sept. 24 
(UP) — Many Tibetan Lamas— 
leaders of the Red-controlled 
country’s religious and political 
life—today were fleeing to India 
for political asylum. 

The exodus began soon after 
reports were received here of 
violent anti-Communist uprisings 
among Tibetan tribesmen in 
some of Tibet’s provinces. 

The Lamas who arrived at this 
border station were reluctant to 
discuss recent Tibetan develop- W 
ments or their reasons for flee- 
ing their homes and positions in 
the ‘Himalayan “roof of the 
world.” 

One lama explained briefly 
that “life has become unbearable 
in Tibet.”

Anticipating Defeat? 


‘Bo the mater et the Post-Dispaten 


Out of This Dark Ch 

Japanese animosity toward the United States 
has risen in a day like the mushroom cloud of 
the hydrogen bomb, whose ashes fell on the 
crew of the fishing boat Lucky Dragon and have 
led to the death of Aikichi Kuboyama. 

Kuboyama is now a symbol of the terror of 
nuclear warfare. What Japan needs is a sym- 
bol of peace. Only the most generous and 
positive measure of friendship by the United 
States can dispel the bitter reaction from the 
nearly hysterical mourning of the Japanese. 

Fortunately America hag the proper answer 
if it wishes to give it. That answer could come 
from the same science which created the means 
of Kuboyama’s death. It is this: 

Offer an atomic power plant to Japan. 

In the short hours since the fisherman died, 
from effects of ash from the Bikini tests nearly 
seven months ago, our Ambassador has ex- 
pressed his regrets. Our negotiators are still 
discussing compensation. 

Such apologies and offers, necessary as they 
must be but late as they are, will hardly over- 
come the emotional storm in Japan, nor will dol- 
lar damages still the protest. To understand why 
this is, Americans need face two plain facts. 

* — * 

The Japanese were the first people to feel 
the effect of atomic bombs in war, and America 
dropped those bombs, The Japanese are the 
first to record a casualty from the new H-bomb, 
and though innocent of intent to do harm, Amer- 
ica made that bomb. 

Thus it is that the Japanese cringe at talk of 
nuclear warfare, and their press rails at any 
official who even mentions the possibility of co- 
operating in American weapons tests. 

What Japan needs in its revulsion, and what 
the whole peace-loving world might expect, is 
positive proof that the same United States which 
produced weapons of mass destruction will also 
turn its science to the uses ‘of peace and the 
good of peoples everywhere. 

President Eisenhower had exactly this in 
mind when he first proposed the international 
pooling of atomic materials and said: 

My country’s purpose is to help us move 
out of this dark chamber of horrors. into 
the light, to find a way by which the minds 
of men, the hopes of men, the souls of men 
everywhere can move forward toward peace 
and happiness and well-being. 

„ „ „ 

Justice William O. Douglas of the Supreme 
Court thought the same thought when, as our 
relations with Asia deteriorated, he offered the 
simple yet daring idea of building an atomic 
energy plant on Asian soil. Senator Estes 
Kefauver of Tennessee seconded the motion. 

Thomas E. Murray of the Atomic Energy 
Commission extended the proposal to its logical 
conclusion when just recently he suggested put- 
ting the atomic power plant in Japan. He pic- 
tured the help this would give a nation strug- 
gling to feed 84,000,000 people on land the size 
of Montana. He told of the consequences of de- 
faulting in use of atomic energy to Russia. 

With the death of Aikichi Kuboyama, the oc- 
easion begs for such action by the United 
States. If we are ever te begin on a kind of 
atomic Point IV, to prove our leadership in the 
constructive uses of nuclear science, to make 
that letter H“ a symbol for humanity and not 
just an H-bomb, now is the time and Japan is 
the place. 

What better compensation or proof of re- 
sponsibility, could the United States give than 
the first atomic power plant in Asia for the 
first nation which felt the awful power of the 
atomic bomb? ° 
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Now a Code for Cigarettes? 

The Federal Trade Commission is trying to 
get cigarette manufacturers to agree to an ad- 
vertising code which would do radical things 
to cigarette advertising. For thig code would 
eliminate claims that smoking is good for people 
and restrict stich advertising to the general 
proposition that a smoke is a pleasure. 

Anybody can see the cataclysmic effect of such 
a code on the advertising writers. Many years 
ago the ads took the coughs out of carloads of 
tobacco. Then came the trend toward insisting 
that cigarettes are not harmful or irritating. 

In recent years, as science began to raise 
health questions about smoking, the ads began 
to imply that smoking was a positive good. 
While some doctors criticized, the ads suggested 

t other doctors, or many doctors, if not most 
doctors, approved. 

Much of this advertising was an insult to the 
intelligence of readers and smokers. And under 
the FTC's proposed code, the advertisers would 
have to cut out scientific claims which they 
could not prove. They would have to work and 
play with the simple idea that people smoke, 
not because it makes them healthy, but be- 
cause they enjoy it. 

This is a sound assumption but it is so radi- 
cal a departure from some claims for ciga- 
rettes that the public can only wonder how the 
tobacco companies will respond. At least one, 
American Tobacco Co., has just agreed with 
the idea of a code of standards. 

In any case the FTC's job is to police mis- 
leading advertising, and the commission may 
appfove a set of standards after holding hear- 
ings on its proposals. So after all the millions 
of words in cigarette advertisements, the FTC 
is in a position to have the last word if need be.

Disturbing Case of Col. Fleming 

Many Americans, so we believe, will have 
their doubts about the full quality of justice 
measured out by the Army court-martial in the 
case of Lt. Col. Harry Fleming. For this case 
sets a precedent of the most serious kind. 

Col. Fleming was taken prisoner in Korea. 
While he was in the hands of the Communists, 
he became, so the formal charges read, a col- 
laborator with his captors, This led to his seiz- 
ure last May at Fort Leonard Wood, where he 
was stationed, and his prosecution at Fort Sher- 
idan, scene of his incarceration for the past four 
months. Following conviction, the officer has 
been sentenced to be dismissed from the serv- 
ice ang required to forfeit all pay and allowances. 

It is no justification of collaborating, which 
is a despicable business, to say that no man can 
announce with certainty what he would do as a 
captive of the Communists—until he became 
one, The Reds are skilled at torture. They know 
how to apply pressures that break down prison- 
ers who otherwise would be resolute. They 
know how to distort the human mind, as the 
strange case of Cardinal Mindzsenty of Hungary 
showed. They know, better than some Ameri- 
cans apparently, that the inmate of one of their 
slave labor compounds is a lost soul. 

Courage is a great quality and we may wish 
that. every man had it when ed. But count- 
less thousands of elected officeholders are cow- 
ardly on public issues when the risk is no great- 


er than defeat at the polls. Sometimes this hesi- 


tation to take a firm stand goes high in the 


Government. Col. Fleming says he will not only 
appeal his case, but do everything he can to 
clear his name. His next step is to take the 
conviction and punishment to the Fifth Army's 
Judge Advocate at Chicago for review. Surely 
further illumination is needed.

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For an Outside Inquiry 

How and Why? How was it possible for con- 
wiets in the Missouri Penitentiary at Jefferson 
City to get so out of hand? More important, 
what caused the riot? Why did it, occur? 

These are the essential questions that will 
have to be answered—completely and frankly— 
and with as much speed as possible if this state 
is to protect itself against a similar destructive 
demonstration in the future. 

Director Thomas E. Whitecotton of the State 
Department of Correction and Warden Ralph 
N. Eidson have ordered an inquiry. This is the 
least they can do. But in one respect—that of 
fixing responsibility—these two officials will be 
investigating themselves. 

Under the circumstances Gov. Donnelly might 
well consider the appointment of a special non- 
partisan commission charged with the task of 
gathering all the facts and making recom- 
mendations for improvements in the system of 
prison administration at Jefferson City. 

It is clear that riots of the force of this one do 
not happen overnight. They build up over long 
periods.. And Director Whitecotton to the con- 
trary, there is more than a little evidence sug- 
gesting that dissatisfaction and unrest among 
the inmates had been known about, as well as 
growing, for a long time. 

Guard Clarence Dietzel, who was held over- 
night by convicts in cell block B, declared the 
prisoners were protesting against “poor food 
and stool pigeons.” It may be significant that 
the convitts murdered at least one of their 
number who was an informer. 

The parole system also has been a matter of 
deep concern. Two months ago the Governor 
reorganized the three-member parole board fol- 
lowing an investigation by the State Highway 
Patrol into rumors concerning the sale of paroles. 

There may well be some significance in the 
fact that all three members. of the reorganized 
parole board are former highway patrolmen. 
Has there been any drastic change in the poli- 
cies covering the granting of paroles? 

It will be much simpler to establish how the 
riot got started than why it started. Director 
Whitecotton and Warden Eidson ought to be 
able to determine the “how” of this matter. 
The “why” ought to be left to an outside com- 
mission,

A Citizen Suggests 

The letter on this page, To End a Stalemate,” 
makes a serious suggestion as te how the dead- 
lock between Gov.

The Proud Name of Delaware 


Some of the citizens of Delaware seem sur- 
prisingly unmindful of their state’s proud his- 
tory. At Milford, a town of 5700, a petition has 
been signed by 1000 persons opposing integra- 
tion of 11 Negro children into the high school, 
which has almost 700 pupils. Under segregation 
these Negro children have been compelled to go 
to Dover, about 20 miles away. 

So aroused have emotiong become over these 
11 youngsters that béth the high school and the 
Junior High School for Negroes at Milford have 
been suspended and the State Board of Educa- 
tion has criticized the procedure followed by 
the local school board. Members of the local 
board have resigned, and the state has taken 
charge of the situation, 

Residents of Milford, as of other parts of Dela- 
ware, might well recall that their state was the 
first to ratify the Constitution in 1787. The en- 
tire nation did honor to Delaware two years 
ago when, on Constitution day, the Declaration 
of Independence, Constitution and Bill of Rights 
were enshrined in the National Archives. 

Because of Delaware's first place in the ratify- 
ing of the Constitution, the then Gov. Carvel of 
that state was given the honor of calling the 
roll of states, to which uniformed women in the 
armed forces of their country responded by pre- 
senting the 48 state flags in the order of adher- 
ence to the Union. 

The Fourteenth Amendment to that Constitu- 
tion in which Delaware can claim so notable a 
pre-eminence declares that “no state shall make 
or enforce any law which shall abridge the privi- 
leges ... of citizens.

How Women View Public Issues 


The Mirrer 
of 
Public Opinion 
* 


Differences in thinking between the sexes are not as great as 
many might expect, opinion analyst reports; women are more 
ambitious for women in public life, hold same general views 
on issues; personal experience makes more difference than sex. 


Elmo Roper in Freedom and Union 


A great deal of Neat and very little 
light has been shed on the subject of 
how women react to things differently 
from men. But a careful “examination 
of our public opinion survey results 
shows that women react to most nation- 
al and international events pretty much 
the same as men. Women tend to be 
less sure of their answers to certain 
questions than men, and more of them 
say they don't know the answers. 


But our surveys over the years have 
shown, for example, that women are 
just as internation- 
ally-minded as men. 
Just as much for 
and against social 
reform as men. 
Just as much for— 
or against—balanc- 
ing the budget, re- 
ducing taxes and 
ending the war in 
Korea as the men. 
Just as much for 
continuing t he 
TVA, unemploy- 
ment compensation 
and old age insur- 
ance as men. 

Differences in 
thinking between the sexes are not as 
sharp as some men and some women 
would like to believe. To men accus- 
tomed to saying That's a woman for 
vou,” I have to report that, as often as 
not, her views are very much like your 
own. To the women who pride them- 
selves on being shrewdly different from 
men, I must point out that there isn't 
much evidence to back you up. 


On most things women, as a group, 
and men as a group, think pretty. much 
alike. By that, I don’t mean there aren't 
any differences in viewpoint between 
the sexes. For example, back in 1945, 
we found that women were more against 
dropping the atom bomb than men 
were, Today, they are more fearful of 
American cities being hydrogen-bombed. 
There are fewer women than men who 
are inclined to justify the sacrifice of 
human life for the preservation of free- 
dom. Women are less willing to send 
Amarin troops abroad to halt aggres- 
sion. 


We can conclude from these facts that

women are more fearful of the use of 


weapons of war and more inclined to 
worry about the human consequences of 
war. But don’t let me overemphasize 
this difference: both men and women 
are overwhelmingly against war. Both 
decisively back up the United Nations. 


And both earnestly seek lasting peace. 
On domestic issues, our survey results 
show that somewhat fewer women are 
favorable toward labor unions than 
men. And more women are for govern- 
ment aid to education One reason for 
these tuo differences is that many more 
men are members of unions than wom- 
en, and on the other hand, women tend 
to take part in PTA’s and school 
matters more than men do. So the 
differences probably result from differ- 
ent experiences rather than anything 
more basic. 


Where women and men really do 
show sharp differences is over the place 
of women in business and in public life. 
Many men tend to take for granted that 
women should be paid less for doing 
the same work. Women not only dis- 
agree but resent this. In some cases 
women are paid only one half what men 
are for identical work. 

There is one area in which men and 
women are fairly wide apart. That is 
the question of having women hold high 
public office. By a 5 to 3 margin men 
still frown on the idea of women being 
Governors, Senators and Cabinet offi- 
cers. By a 7 to 6 margin, women dis- 
agree. A majority of women approve of 
their sex holding high public office. 

When it comes to an actual situation, 
not a theory, it should be pointed out, 
however, that a majority of men and 
women in Maine have twice voted to 
put Mrs. Margaret Chase Smith in the 
United States Senate. Apparently. in- 
dividual candidates make more differ- 
ence than preconceived notions about 
most women or most men. 


The fact remains that women are 
more ambitious for women in business 
and public life than are men. And while 
they are still a minority of the voters 
who come to the polls on election day, 
they are rapidly closing that gap and 
1952 showed that women have become 
a pivotal force in American politics. 


When, and if, women take part in 
politics as much as men, our experience 
of over 20 years in sounding out public 
opinion would indicate that attitudes of 
women can be expected to be not much 
different from those of men. In fact, 

e cam even expect that the views of 

e two sexes will bécome more alike. 


As women participate more, the num- 
ber who confess they don’t know about 
ublic issues will decline, and we'll 

ave even more evidence that it's the 
education and experience that makes 
whatever difference there is in either 
ability or viewpoint.

Between Book Ends 
Stolid But Deep Novel 


UNTO A GOOD: LAND, by Vilhelm Moberg. 

(Simon & Schuster, 372 pgs., $3.9.) 

This is a story of how the human 
spirit, though crushed to earth, can be 
restored to dignity. It is the story of a 
group of Swedish peasants who come to 
American shores in 1850 to make a new 
start in life in the Minnesota country. 

After an uncomfortable exodus from 
the old world in the hold of the brig 
Charlotta the peasants arrive in New 
York with all the wonderment of stran- 
gers in a strange world. Alien, confused, 
bewildered, insecure, unable to speak or 
to understand the language they hear 
around them, still they look forward 
to the promise of good things to come. 

As they move westward, up the Hud- 
son, across Lake Erie, west to the Mis- 
sissippi, on into Minnesota, the author 
reveals the psychological adjustments 
the immigrants make as the common 
experiences, thoughts and prejudices 
brought with them from the old world 
are assimilated, and finally understood 
and interpreted in the new. 

With Swedish stolidity, Mr. Moberg 
adheres with an immense fidelity to a 
life into which no fantasy or humor 
ever enters. All his roots are in reality 
as he gets down to the bedrock of hu- 
man personality. 

As the tight-knit little group from 
Ljuden Parish move to settle in the 
Minnesota country, the author gives us 
the outer facts, sharply and precisely 
observed. He never shrinks from the 
unpleasant or the commonplace to de- 
pict life as it is and while the current 
of human sympathy and understanding 
runs strongly through the book, it never 
washes over into the sentimental. 

Mr. Moberg’s characterizations, too, 
are excellent. There is tall, husky and 
efficient Karl Oskar Nilsson, unofficial 
leader of the group, and his brother 
Robert, too moronic a creature to give 
reality and depth to the natural human 
craving for a “little piece of land.” 
There is too much in Robert that is 
twisted and sub-human for his emotions 
to evoke a universal response. He is a 
barely articulate animal and just as 
meaningless a symbol of humanity as he 
is empty of mentality and character. 

There is gentle Katrina Nilsson, 
Karl's wife, who cannot overcome a deep 
longing for the homeland left behind 
and there is wild and unpredictable Ul- 
rika of Vastergohl, the village prosti- 
tute, glad to be rid of the old life and 
the chance for a new start in America. 

What did these immigrants leave be- 
hind them? What were they bringing to 
America? What did they find here? The 
author answers all of these questions, 
One thing stands out with certainty 
and that is that these immigrants were 
a part of a mass sickness which infected 
our world then, even as it does today. 

This is the second volume in a 
planned trilogy, of which “The Emi- 
grants” was the first volume. Much 
credit is due to Gustaf Lannestock, the 
translator, born in Sweden and now 
living in California. He has seemingly 
captured all the intensity and serious- 
ness of Mr. Moberg’s writing.

Frenchmen, including their el- 
der statesmen, their senior dip- 
lomatic and military leaders, 
were unable to believe that the 
harness could or would effec- 
tively limit the action of a re- 
armed and sovereign Gerinany. 
They felt that, though wear- 
ing the harness, the horse would 
almost certainly run away. 


What Are We Afraid Of? 


Faced with this there are two 
different ways of approaching 
the problem. One is to rush 
around from capito] to capitol 
trying to untie and te retie, to 
hook up and to button up a new 
harness which France will ap- 
prove and which Bonn will be 
willing to wear. 

The other way to approach 
the problem is to try to ‘deal 
directly and firmly with the 
question, what are we afraid 
that a sovereign rearmed Ger- 
many will do? Then let us talk 
concretely with the Germans 
about that. 

There is no mystery as to what 
we, including first of all Dr. 
Adenauer himself, are trying to 
prevent. It is a deal between a 
sovereign rearmed West Ger- 
many and the Soviet Union. This 
is the danger which the EDC 
harness and all the substitute 
harnesses are designed to pre- 
vent. For everyone knows that 
the pull within Germany towards 
such a deal is bound to be very 
strong, and to become all the 
stronger as Germany acquires 
great military power in her own 
right. 


Unification Is Primary. 


The Russians hold big assets 
for a deal with the Germans: 
unification, withdrawal of the 
army of occupation, rectification 
of the frontiers, resettlement of 
the expelled refugees, trade, and 
great political influence in the 
destiny of Europe. This is: no 
imaginary affair. There is 
powerful evidence that the pull 
towards a Russian deal is gain- 
ing momentum not only in the 
opposition to Dr. Adenauer but 
within his own coalition. 

Is it possible to prevent such 
a deal by a treaty which is de- 
signed to tie West Germany’s 
hands? There are many in Eu- 
rope who believe that this could 
have been done by the creation 
on the basis of EDC of a fed- 
eral union in which Germany 
would lose so much sovereign 
power that it could not make an 
independent deal with Russia. 

Others have contended, rightly 
it seemed to me, that a federal 
union which would last could not 
be made as long as the Germans 


were divided. The primary in- 


terest of the Germans would be 


outside, not inside, the federal 
union. The unification of Ger- 
many must be regarded as the 
primary political interest of the 


[Germans, and any policy built 
upon an underestimate of Ger- jd 


ney nationalism is doomed to 
Those who take this view can 


have little confidence in the no- 
tion that Germany can be har- 


nessed by a treaty. What then? 
There are those who would like 
to keep Germany disarmed un- 
der four-power tutelage. 

That, it seems to me, is at 
least as unrealistic, at least as 
productive of underground in- 
trigue and conspiracy, and 
founded on the same fallacy, as 
the harness theory. 


Showdown in the Cold War. 


The true alternative is to treat 
the Germans as we would expect 
to be treated if we were dis- 
armed, divided, dismembered 
and occupied. We would expect 
our allies to have a policy not 
only for our rearmament, but 
along with our rearmament and 
as part of it, a policy for our 
reunification. 

The real question is what is to 
be the policy of a rearmed Ger- 
many in regard to its own re- 
unification. That is the crux of 
the difficulty. 

The ultimate, stubborn and 
destructive difficulty in all these 
schemes for German rearma* 
ment is that they treat it as a 
thing virtually by itself. They 
evade the paramount question 
which must dominate the policy 
of a rearmed Germany. Yet 
there is no use elaborating pacts 
about German -sovereignty and 
rearmament and shoving under 
the table the over-riding ques- 
tion of German unity. 

The Germans will not accept 
the partition of Germany. They 
will throw Europe into convul- 
sions if their unity is too long 
denied them. Moreover, the cold 
war is going to be lost in Ger- 
many by the side which in the 
showdown finds German nation- 
alism aroused against it. 


Losing Germans and French. 


We could have German nation- 
alism with us. For the Germans 
are overwhelmingly anti-Com- 
munist. But we can have Ger- 
man nationalism with us only if 
we convince the Germans that 
we really believe in the unifica- 
tion of Germany, and that unifi- 
cation is an objective, not mere- 
ly a distant ideal, of our practi- 


cal diplomacy. , 


It is not too late to take th 
line. But it is getting late. For 
in our excessive and over-riding 
preoccupation with German re- 
armament as such, in our tepid 
interest in the German national 
problem, in our bad habit of 
staking everything on a particu- 
lar foreign favorite, we are los- 
ing contact with what may well 
be a majority of the German 
nation. 

We are failing to avert, we are 
even encouraging, the notion that 
the Germans who do not agree 
with Dr. Adenauer are anti- 
American. . 

This is a grievous mistake, and 
I do not think it is too much to 
say that we are in the way of 
alienating German national feel- 
ing as, to a distressing degree, we 
have already alienated French 


national feeling.

A majority of British lung 
specialists accept the findings of 
Dr. Evarts A. Graham of St. 
Louis which relate cigarette 
smoking to lung cancer, Sir 
Russell Brock, a leading English 
chest surgeon, said here yester- 


Tn St. Loulé’ te visit Dr. Gra- 
ham, under whom he studied 
thoracic surgery 25 years ago, 
and to speak before Washington 
University school of medicine 
staff and students, Sir Russell 
pointed out that the British 
government has acted on the 
Graham studies. 

“The Ministry of Health first 
published Dr. Graham's evi- 
dence without comment; then 
gave money for further re- 
search,” he noted. 

His host and old teacher ob- 
served in conversation that the 
cigarette-cancer news prompted 

tobacco companies to 
give about $750,000 to the Med- 
ical Research Council, a semi- 
government institution, for re- 
search. Their action came some 
time before American tobacco 
firms announced ste would set 
up their own private research 
effort, he added. 

Statistical studies on inci- 
dence of lung cancer in heavy 
Cigarette smokers were pub- 
lished 
months after Dr. Graham's first 
studies were announced in 1948 
and 1949, but English research- 
ers did not carry over their 
findings into experiments on 
animals, Sir Russell explained. 
Work with mice, which Dr. 
Graham has been painting with 
tobacco tar for years to pro- 
duce cancer, has been under- 
taken in England only recently, 
he said. 

Lung surgery under Dr. Gra- 
ham’s tutelage was an experi- 
ence which opened his eyes to 
the investigatory approach to 
the surgical field, Sir Russell 
said. He published a work on 
lung abscesses in 1938, now con- 
sidered a classic on the subject. 
He is a light smoker, “only five 
or six cigarettes a day, and only 
since the war.” 

About six years ago Sir Rus- 
sell first performed a new op- 
eration, now known as the Brock 
method and employed by top 
surgeons here, to remove the 
heart or valve obstruction which

In the past, he said, 
the AFL had “flunked” the job 
of organization of steel workers 
until the Mine Workers spear- 
headed such a campaign. A 
previous telegram from Reuther 
congratulating ‘steel workers on 
their accomplishments was not 
read to the delegates. 
‘Unfortunate Application.’ 
Lewis's telegram said in part: 
“Yeu are unfortunate in your 
affiliation with a federated 
group dominated by intellectual 
inebriates in frantic pursuit of 
butterflies of their delusions. 


“Obviously the strength of the

Transfusion Hazards. 

“Whole blood transfusions (for | 
radiation victims), especially 
those from many donors, intro- 
duce hazards such as those from 
incompatability and from infec- 
tious hepatitis,” Dr. Bugher said. 
“Save in a situation of the 
utmost urgency, repeated small 
transfusions from. different 
donors may create more hazard 
than that from the original ra- 
diation exposure.

Predictions of ‘Monsters.’ 

“We have dire predictions of 
many monsters and even the 
obliteration of mankind itself 
from radiation exposures which 
are only a small fraction of that 

| from cosmic radiation, from the 
| radium and radon of the soil and 
air and from the naturally ra- 
dioactive potassium and carbon 
of which we all are partially 
composed,” he said. 

When studies in Japan are 
completed, he said, they appear 
likely to show “some evidence of 
genetic effect” among the more 
highly irradiated survivors of the 
A-bomb explosions at Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. : 

8 He said experiments thus far 
indicate that the amount of ra- 
diation a population receives is 
in direct proportion to the num- 
ber of gene mutations, changes 
witihn the body which result in 
irregularities in offspring. 

| “At the present time, it seems 
that the rate at which the radia- 
tion is given is a minor and per- 
‘haps negligible factor,” he said. 

Some World-Wide Effect. 

Aside from direct radiation 
near an explosion, there can be 
some world-wide radiation effect 
from dust containing material 
that keeps its radioactivity for a 
long time, Dr. Bugher said. 
|. He said radioactive material 
has been found in the thyroids 
of grazing animals for several 
weeks after a detonation. He 
said human beings would take in 
much less of such materials than 
would cattle and sheep grazing 
on contaminated plants. 

Taking radioactive iodine—io- 
dine 131—as an example, he said 
it concentrates in the thyroid 
and even there comes to only a 
tiny fraction of the amount nec-

Slick Insplrationalism 


NIVERSAL’S remake of Lloyd C. Douglas’s inspira- 

tional best-seller, “THE MAGNIFICENT OBSESSION” 

at the FOX THEATER (the first production was in 1935), 

isa slick, satiny, sobby job, full of beautiful shadowy 

Technicolor photography and beautiful 
shadowy emotions, which I am afraid, 
howeyer, wouldn't stand up too well under 
a bright light. 

There is nothing wrong with this techni- 
cally. Jane Wyman, a healthy specimen 
who does very well playing girls who are 
mute, who are lame, or are, as in this 

ease, blind, turns in another restrained but effective per- 
formance as the young widow of a famous surgeon, who 
is blinded in an automobile accident while seeking to 
avoid the attentions of a rich young wastrel. As the 
wastrel who reforms, becomes a famous brain surgeon, 
and saves both her life and her eyesight, young Rock 
Hudson gives a muted performance that is pretty arresting 
within his limits. : 
My chief quarrel is with Dr. Douglas's novel. Its inspira- 
tionalism is much too pat. Its explanation of the Christian 
obsession for good deeds which seizes the hero may be 
glibly and mechanically explained as the turning on the 
switch of a light to get to the source of the power, but me, 
I'd like it in more luminous and penetrating language. 
It's nice that the hero is so tremendously rich he imme- 
diately can begin giving away money by the carload to right 
some of the wrongs he has done, but this expression seems 
a little on the materialistic side for a spiritual theme. 
The dramatic cards are stacked unconvincingly all the way, 
and it is patently manufactured as a well-built tear-jerker. 


Leaping and Clanging 
I: “THE BLACK SHIELD OF FALWORTH,” (at the ST. 


LOUIS THEATER) a sort of Western switched to the days 
when knighthood was in flower, Tony Curtis makes like 
Doug Fairbanks all over the place, leaping from tower to 
battlement like a gazelle, swinging over the 
fray on ropes like Tarzan, dueling up and 
down stairs, and hacking at assorted black 
villains and their varlets with pikestaff, 
lance, and two-handed sword. There are 
the incidents which are becoming standard 
for these medieval romances which have 
broken out into a rash since “Ivanhoe” 
and which are exploited so well by CinemaScope photog- 
raphy—the tournament jousting, the trial by combat, the 
plot against the good king foiled by the valiant knight and 
ending in a battle royal with a din of sword, mace and 
battle-ax against shields which would drown out a good- 
sized boiler factory, brilliant costuming and Janet Leigh 
smiling sweetly in a series of decolette and clinging gowns. 
But it takes more than bouncing and leaping about to 
catch the merry spirit of a Fairbanks. In armor or out, 
Tony projects little personality and his acting ability is 
almost entirely athletic. The film as a whole, while peopled 
. with such expert character actors as Torin Thatcher, Her- 
bert Marshall, Rhys Williams and Ian Keith, is on the 
simple level of a well-drawn comic strip. High romantic 
flavor is more than a matter of armor, nobles and clanging 

swords.

Weighty Problems 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M. D. 


COUPLE of patients I saw in the clinic recently illus- 

trate very well the problems of overweight. One 40- 

year-old woman, Mrs. H., weighs 300 pounds, though of 
average height. She came in because her ankles and back 
hurt. That seemed natural to me, considering what a ter- 
rific load they were bearing and had borne for years. When 
she married at age 20, she weighed 130 pounds. Since after 
the birth of her last child nine years ago, she has Weighed 
from 260 to 300 pounds. 

It all seems simple enough. Just put her on a reducing 
diet until she gradually comes down te a more reasonable 
weight. But it isn’t that simple at all. 

Mrs. H. is living in poor circumstances. Her husband 
is out of work much of the time. They have three children 
aged 9, 12 and 16. They live with in-laws who are also 
poor. Everybody has to eat the same thing, she says. They 
can’t all go on a diet. Cheap food usually is loaded with 
calories. 

x * 

THAT’S JUST ONE PROBLEM—THE MONEY ONE. 
More important, she gets her only real satisfaction in life 
‘out of eating. She isn’t happy with her “no-good” husband, 
the children weary her, and the relatives are just too much 


to bear. It helps ease her unhappiness to eat. 


There’s simply nothing any doctor can do about her 
joint pains—the wear and tear damage to them from over- 
loading—unless she'll reduce, which she can’t afford to do. 
She can’t afford to, either financially or emotionally. Mrs. 
H. will probably develop high blood pressure, gallbladder 
disease or diabetes mellitus—perhaps all three, 

She is an example of a woman who should reduce but 
can’t because of her situation. The emotional relief Mrs. H. 
gets from eating is similar to the relicf many overweights 
get. It’s what makes a baby stop crying when it gets its 
bottle. ° 
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ON THE OTHER HAND, Mrs. M., is an example of a 
woman who could reduce, but who shouldn't. 
years old and lives alone with her husband. She has val- 
vular heart disease and heart muscle weakness, producing 
accumulations of fluid in her feet, ankles and legs. What 
brought her to the clinic were pains in the chest, which she 
called “heart attacks.” Her blood pressure is a low normal 
and her arteries appear to be in fair shape. Mrs. M. weighs 
about 30 pounds more than her ideal weight. 3 

She is having enough worry about her heart and about 
following the treatments without my inflicting a reducing 
diet on her. As a matter of fact, somę of those extra 30 
pounds are ‘probably due to extra water in the tissues. 
Water weighs a pound for each pint. When that water comes 
out with the tggatment, Mrs. M., may not be much over- 
weight at all. 

Yet she could misguidedly follow some fad reducing 
program, lose essential protein and other body tissue 
(though not the water) and be much worse off. 

Mrs. M. is an example of what seems like overweight 
actually being a symptom of another disease entirely, need- 
ing something far different than a reducing diet. 

Overweight involves unhappy people seeking solace in 
food. It involves symptoms of other diseases. It may mean 
simply poor dietary habits from childhood, learned at pa- 
rental dinner tables. It isn’t simple and shouldn't be treated 
as if it were.

A high-card 
coynt of at least 17 points is 
required at any time, and when 
it is a case of overbidding the 
score, there should be an extra 
margin of safety. The fact that 
South had an excellent seven- 
card suit was only a collateral 
issues he could not expect his 
partner to know that he was 
jump-rebidding on a distribu- 
tional basis. From North’s point 
of view, South might well have 
had more in the line of top cards 
and a somewhat better fit for 
hearts. 


Moreover, in the final analy- 
sis South was inconsistent. Hav- 
ing spurred North into rebid- 
ding, it was certainly question- 
able to make an abrupt exit. If 
South thought so highly of his 
hand it would have been more 
consistent to bid four spades 
over four hearts. Beyond doubt, 
North then would have retired, 
and South could have made four 
spades against any defense.

Cookies 


‘ F COURSE, there is no sea- 
son for cookies. But after 
school begins, it is con- 

venient to have a supply on hand 
to slip in the lunchbox or to 
serve as an easy luncheon des- 
sert. They also have a place as 
an after-school snack. 

. Nothing is better for keeping 
in the cookie jar than ginger- 
snaps, especially when you can 
use an easy recipe that does not 
demand rolling and cutting. The 
dough can be mixed quickly, 
since oil or melted shortening 
can be easily blended with the 
sugar and other ingredients. 

The dough will be rather soft 
and can be chilled a few mo- 
ments.

ON THE OCEAN, 


D EOPLE say that a certain 


steamer or other vessel moves 

at the rate of 18 knots or 25 
knots or 12 knots, as the case 
may be. It is rare for anyone to 
speak of “knots per hour,” but 
that is the meaning. 

Another way of speaking would 
be for a person to say that a 
vessel moved a certain number 
of “sea miles“ each hour. 

A sea mile is longer than a 
land mile. It amounts to almost 
one and one sixth land miles.

THE WORD “knot” grew out 
of an old custom of sailors. To 
learn how fast they were travel- 
ing, the sailors used to let out 
a log line—that is, a rope with 
a piece of wood at the end. 
Knots on the rope were spaced 
at equal distance, and the un- 
winding of thé rope gave a 
close idea of the speed, 

Some modern liners have 
made speeds of from 28 to 35 
knots, but it would be a mistake 
to suppose that such speeds are 
common. Many liners can make 
only 15 or 20 knots. Even the 
champions seldom cut the water 
at their top speeds.
